Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent and 
should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the patent is of a 
basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the abstract should be 
directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an improvement in an old 
apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should include the technical disclosure 
of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly those for compounds and compositions, 
wherein the process for making and/or the use thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set 
forth a process for making and/or use thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves 
modifications or alternatives, the abstract should mention by way of example the preferred 
modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of the 
invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art.

Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 



The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

1. Page 5, line 7 and Page 10, line 16 "supporting" the examiner suggests 
changing to "support" 

2. Page 13, line 5 "form" the examiner suggests changing to "from". 
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Appropriate correction is required.

The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(l) states, "the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless 
the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been 
considered. 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

1. Claiml-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The applicant does not specify the 
location or connection of the "rotatable main shaft (48) with a cam operable with an air valve 
with a driver button" in reference to the claimed invention. The claims broadly state that the air 
cylinder moves the transfer housing between a work piece accepting orientation wherein the 
fingers are contracted and a work piece delivering orientation wherein the fingers are expanded.

It is unclear in the specification and drawings as to how the air cylinder is connected to the 
fingers to allow contracting and expanding movement. Therefore one skilled in the art would be 
unable to replicate the claimed invention without undue experimentation. 

2. Claims 1-3 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as based on a disclosure, which 
is not enabling. The "driving components" (paragraph 6, line 19 of Description of the Preferred 
Embodiment,) and connection between the air cylinder and the fingers to allow for contracting 
and expanding movements are critical and essential to the practice of the invention, but not 
included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the disclosure. See In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 
USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). The applicant discloses that "movement of the drive rod is caused by 
the driving components and the main shaft of the system" which in turn causes contracting and 
expanding movement of the fingers but does not disclose what the "driving components" are 
within the specification and claims 1 and 3 are claiming the air cylinder controls contracting and 
expanding movement of the fingers. 

3. Claims 1-3 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between the elements. See MPEP 
§2172.01. The omitted elements are: 

a. How the air cylinder is capable of moving the transfer housing horizontally on 
the cylindrical rod, and 

b. How the air cylinder is capable of controlling the contacting and expanding 
movement of the fingers.

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a) because they fail to show the location 
of the rotatable main shaft and cam with respect to the claimed invention and the connections 
required for movement of the drive rod caused by the "driving components" and the main shaft 
of the system as described in the specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper 
understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one 
figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be 
labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be 
renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance.
